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EVOLUTION IN THE NEW CATECHISM ? 


The Editor 


Until now, I have refrained from commenting on the new 
'Catechism of the Catholic Church' ['CCC'] as reports had 
reached me that it (a) clearly taught theistic evolution, 
(b) definitely did not support evolution, or (c) never 
mentioned the subject ! Recent study of the English 
edition has thrown light on this baffling situation, as 
there is seme truth in each viewpoint. This short article 
is intended to explain, and comment on, this apparent 
paradox. 

Evolution isn't mentioned i 

■mis seems to be true 1 Consulting the 48-page subject 
index, one finds 53 references to 'Creation' but none to 
Evolution. But nor are there any references to Communism, 
Marxism, Nazism, Humanism, Protestantism or Fundamentalism i 
Does this not reflect the non-condemnatory 'pastoral' 
attitude shown in the documents of Vatican II: a ’positive' 
approach intended to proclaim Catholic teaching rather than 
attack errors and anathematise heretics ? When such 
patently anti-Christian philosophies escape even a mention, 
would it not have been bizarre to have singled out 
Darwinism ? Also, to condemn 'Evolution' would demand an 
exact definition of the word. (The lack of clear 
distinctions is a regrettable feature of the CCC). This 
would raise a host of debatable points - 'micro-' or 'macro¬ 
evolution', the 'fact' or the ‘mechanisraitj, tihe limits; of a 
Genesis kind, the cause of the fossils, radioactive dating, 
the age of the Earth, etc. etc. These are surely not 
matters on which we should expect the Church to pronounce, 
unless the scientific point at issue necessarily conflicts 
with faith or morals. The fact that the CCC does not 
condemn evolutionary hypotheses does not constitute 
approval of them, any more than 'Humani Generis* did by 
permitting research and discussion back in 1950. 


Two such theories which Pope Pius XII did reject were (a) 
the idea that the human soul could have evolved, and (b) 
the theory of polygenism. In 1909, the Biblical Commission 
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adopted a similar approach by affirming the relevant 
doctrines which must be upheld, rather than condemn 
scientific theories directly. These rulings, although not 
cited as such, are substantially and explicitly confirmed 
in the CCC. Most readers would agree that the research of 
the past 40 years amply justifies the Church officially 
reaffirming that Adam was specially created, body and soul, 
by God , as the notion of bodily evolution of man from 
animal has no support from Scripture, Tradition or Science, 
and is contrary to right reason. 

It could also be noted here that the Index to the Documents 
of Vatican II includes neither Creation nor Evolution ! 
The CCC devotes 33 pages (paragraphs 279-421) to the 
doctrines of Creation and the Fall, following sections on 
God, Revelation, Sacred Scripture and Faith. Since the 
issue of Origins was not part of Vatican II, the doctrine 
in the Catechism can only be derived from Scripture and 
Tradition, and cannot be construed as evolutionary. 

The Catechism praises Evolution, and reduces Genesis to 
mere symbolism. 

The first part of this extraordinary assertion is based on 
a presumed implication of paragraph 283: 

The question about the origins of the world and of 
man has been the object of many scientific studies 
which have spendidly enriched our knowledge of the age 
and dimensions of the cosmos, the development of life- 
forms and the appearance of man. These discoveries 
invite us to even greater admiration for the greatness 
of the Creator, prompting us to give him thanks for all 
his works and for the understanding and wisdom he gives 
to scholars and researchers. With Solomon they can 
say: "It is he who gave me unerring knowledge of what 
exists, to know the structure of the world and the 
activity of the elements ... for wisdom, the fashioner 
of all things, taught me." 

The flattering tone towards scientists suggests to me an 
attempt to display a positive Papal attitude to Science, 
part of the same strategy as the (misguided) ploy of 
'rehabilitating Galileo', to try to dispel the common slur 
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that Catholicism is the enemy of Scientific Progress.- 
that as it may, the fact that the majority of scientists 
believe in evolution does not prove that the CCC is here y 
incorporating their opinions into Catholic dogma • 
Evolutionary theories (which ?) are certainly not 'unerring 
knowledge' - many philosophers and scientists would deny 
that 'evolution' is knowledge, or even that it is science • 
"The age' might mean 'x million years', but x is 
undoubtably an unknown number. ’ Development' is not an 
acceptable synonym for 'evolution' (or better 
transformsm'), and 'the appearance of man' might mean by 
Special Creation i In fact, the most valid 'discoveries 
of science in regard to origins have abundantly shown tha 
the facts ('knowledge') deny evolution. Many scientists 
professing such naturalistic myths do so through ignorance 
or even anti-religious prejudice. How can we credit the 
Creator for giving them 'understanding and wisdom' ? 
can the 'discoveries' of evolution, which in principle deny 
any supernatural causation, ''invite us to even greater 
admiration for the greatness of the Creator." ? ^ 1£ j 

absurd and impious to thank God for promoting evolutionism ■ 

Incidentally, while the Pope heaps praises on scientists 
for their contribution to our understanding of the Creator, 

I have yet to read of evolutionists thanking the Pope for 
the contribution of Catholic theology to their scientific 
research i 

We recall that 'Humani Generis', cited seven times in the 
CCC, did allow research to continue, and this Encyclical is 
still to be considered in force. Paragraph 283 
regrettably ambiguous, but could best be clarified an 
validated, in ray opinion, by the insertion of the wor 
Creationist before ' scholars' i lb infer that this 
paragraph teaches that man evolved from animals requires 
confirmation from other contexts, such as those relating ° 
the interpretation of Genesis. 

But the Catechism teaches that Genesis is symbolic ! 

True - but not the whole truth. Symbolic language is i inc ^T^ 
used in respect of the six days of divine ‘work', - 

'breathing' into Mam's nostrils , the 'tree of knowledge , 
God 'resting' on the seventh day. It might lead to heresy 
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to deny that certain statements were only symbolic (e.g. to 
in< y—r\ hat 0 ^] <-he Father must have lungs, and therefore a 
Sy! aS no^pure Spirit.) But the CCC never says onl* 
symbolic. The historical/literal meaning is not denied by 
asserting that there is an allegorical sense. This is a 
oerfectly Catholic attitude, found in St.Thomas Aquinas, an 
explained in paragraphs 115-119 of the CCC. Further 
references to t^ Authorship, inerrancy and unity of the 
Scriptures reaffirm traditional teachings, giving no 
justification for treating Genesis as mythical. Paragraph 
289 emphasises: 


. Among all the Scriptural texts about creation, the 
first three chapters of Genesis occupy a unique 
place...Read in the light of Christ, within the unity 
of Sacred Scripture and.in the living Tradition of the 
Church, these texts remain the principal source for 
catechesis on the mysteries of the "beginning : 
creation, fall, and promise of salvation. 


Hie err is supportive of creationism. 

This is the conclusion of G.J.Keane, whose article 
documenting this view is gratefully included in this issue. 
It would be superfluous to rehearse his thorough research in 
this article. I would just add that the account of Creation 
and the. Fall in the CCC seem to me to affirm the authentic 
traditional interpretation of Genesis. I found not the 
slightest hint that Mam's parents should be understood to 

have been animals. 


The CCC refers to Abel, Noah, the Flood, eight persons being 
saved, the dove, Babel as real people and events, and even 
mentions that the patriarchs and prophets are honoured as 
saints. Unfortunate though paragraph 283 may be, when viewed 
as a whole, to believe in the evolution of man would seem to 
imply a denial ,of the teachings of the CCC on Creation and 

Scripture. 


In view of the above facts, DAYLIGHT wishes to draw the 
attention of Catholic teachers, priests and hierarchies to 
these words from paragraph 282:

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Catechism Of The Catholic Church 
Relevance To The Origins Debate 

Enclosed is a list of relevant paragraphs in the new Catechism which refer in some 
way to the Origins Debate. The list may not be complete but nevertheless if could 
be useful for reference. 

While the Catechism does not specifically reject evolution per se it does teach that 
Adam and Eve were the first human beings and parents of all mankind, and so the 
overall thrust is supportive of creationism. The term “evolution” is not even included 
in the Index, and I have not found it in the text, but the subject of Creation has an 
extensive listing on page 763 of the Index, In my opinion, the contents of the 
Catechism also harmonize well with arguments which support a young Universe. 

As will be shown, this Magisterial document (now part of Catholic Tradition) actually 
poses insurmountable problems for Catholic proponents of theistic evolution and for 
the idea of Progressive Creation. It can be promoted as a clearly Magisterial 
document released by Pope John Paul 11, and thus superseding any of his previous 
non-Magisterial comments on the question of Origins. Given the thrust of the 
declarations in the Catechism, it may even be appropriate to assert that “Rome has 
spoken”! 

What are the sections in the Catechism most likely to be cited by Catholic 
evolutionists in support of their views? These seem to be those paragraphs where the 
use of symbolism in Genesis is accepted [see paras 337, 362, 701], and the general 
Origins discussion notes [283-285], But even here some veiy good points can be 
made in rebuttal. 

Bias in favour either of evolution or of the long ages should not be imposed upon 
Scripture and then used as presuppositions to determine the various senses in Genesis. 
Without macroevolution, the idea of long ages of the Universe is pointless and without 
the long ages, evolution is impossible. 

The creationist material in the Catechism may help satisfy the call of Cardinal 
Ratzinger (Austria, May 1989) for the redevelopment of Creation theology, as a 
matter of high priority, to counter the harm done by evolutionism.

The Catechism [paragraphs 36,41,286] teaches that “God ... can be known with 
certainty from die created world by the natural light of human reason". Reference is 
made to Genesis 1:27, which states that male and female human beings were made in 
the image of God and thus possess abstract reasoning. 

Faith And Science 

We are told [159] that, “Though faith is above reason, there can never be any real 
discrepancy between faith and reason. Since the same God who reveals mysteries and 
infuses faith has bestowed the light of reason on the human mind, God cannot deny 
himself, nor can truth ever contradict truth." 3 

Inerrancy 

The wealth of material in [105-157] confirms that complete mcrrancy of Scripture 
rather than muted merrancy. is the true teaching of the Catholic Church. God is the 
principal author of Scripture who “can neither deceive nor be deceived” f 156). He is 
thus incompatible with error. So why would He allow the sacred wnters lo 
incorporate errors m their wntings? 

The truth about creation is so important for all of human life that God in his

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So why not (rust the Creator? Why not trust God to give us at least a partial account . 
of what actually happened at the time of creation? Just as we can only be informed 
about the nature of the Trinity [237,249] so also we can only be informed about the 
events of creation. Otherwise we could not know what happened. Genesis is not a 
scientific textbook but was intended by the sacred writers) to be understood as an 
historical document. Its historicity was accepted by the Church Fathers and ought to 
be accepted by those who claim loyalty to Catholic Tradition. 

Original Sin And Death 

The indispensable teaching on death, reiterated so strongly in Tradition, once again 
features strongly in the new Catechism. “Sin came into the world through one man 
[Adam] and death through sin ...” (402) Created “in harmony with himself and 
with the creation around him, in a state that would be surpassed only by the glory of 
the new creation in Christ” (374], man “would not have to suffer or die” [376] if only 
Adam had chosen obedience. 

Tranquillity of order was lost by the sin of Adam and “human nature ... is wounded in 
the natural powers proper to it” [405] And the creation once deemed good by God 
now groans in travail. The whole cosmos was affected: “The creation waits with 
eager longing ... in hope because the creation itself will be set free from its bondage to 
decay." [1046] 

The theory of biological evolution demands that there must have been many so-called 
“ancestors” who all died before the time of Adam. But this idea is irreconcilable with 
the doctrine of Original Sin. “Death makes Us entrance into human history ” [400] 
only after the disobedience of Adam. The truth is that “God did not make death, and 
be does not delight in the death of the living”. [413] “Even though man’s nature is 
mortal, God had destined him not to die” [1008] but the “obedience of Jesus [unto 
death on behalf of fallen mankind] has transformed the curse of death into a blessing . 
[1009] 

Thus, the Fall was no trivial event and the doctrine of Original Sin is of central 
importance to Christianity. As well as being defined at Councils of Orange and Trent 
[406], this Catechism reaffirms it in unmistakable terms. “The Church, which has 
the mind of Christ, knows very well that we cannot tamper with the revelation of 
original sin without undermining the mystery of Christ.” [389] 

Polygenism 

As noted above, the process of naturalistic evolution requires many first parents 
instead of a single human pair but a theisfic evolutionist could of course claim that 
God intervened (o tinker with the genetic process and thus produce the first human 
being. This strategy avoids the problem of death but it cannot account for Eve s 




origin. It has nothing to do with ^evolution” as commonly understood in society, and 
there is also an unacceptably high cost involved for the theistic evolutionary position. 
The original goal of theistic evolution * seeking to synthesize naturalistic evolution 
with Catholic theology - has hpd to be abandoned in favour of invoking divine 
intervention, thus standing open to the charge of anthropomorphism. 

The Catechism twice [28,360] quotes Acts 17:26-28: “From one ancestor |God| 
made all nations to inhabit the whole earth...” This quotation strongly suggests a 
reference to one person, not plural, but various Bibles are unclear on this point. That 
the Catechism refers to a single person is confirmed in footnote number 226 
[360] which cites Tobit 8:6, “Thou roadest Adam and gave him Eve his wife as a 
helper and support From them the race of mankind has sprung..." Thus, the 
“one ancestor” could only be Adam. This is also confirmed in [359] which quotes 
St John Chrysostom, “St Paul tells us that the human race takes its origin from two 
men: Adam and Christ... The first man, Adam, ...was made by the last Adam” This 
Catechism clearly teaches that polygenism is irreconcilable with Catholic Tradition. 

Tradition 

"Read the Scripture within "the living Tradition of the whole Church [M3] 
“Sacred Tradition, Sacred Scripture, and the Magisterium of the Church are so 
‘'""""-ted and “r.! one of them cannot stand without the others. 

Working together... they all contribute effectively to the salvation of souls.” [95] See 
also [78-87], 

Tradition is an integral part of the Catholicism and cannot be distorted to harmonize 
with the mistaken notion of evolution. But the Pontifical Academy of Sciences are 
strongly in favour of evolution and of an age for the Universe of billions of years. 
But the views presented by them no longer can claim conformity with Catholic 
Tradition and are out of step with the Catechism. 

Catechesis On Creation 

The catechesis on creation is of major importance for “it concerns the very 
foundations of human and Christian life, "[282] The Catechism even writes of "the 
permanence and universality of the question of origins.” [285] The very point of the 
creation was not the Earth or the Universe but rather the creation of human beings 
with rational souls to know and love God: “For him the heavens and the earth, (be 
sea and all the rest of creation exist” [358] We know that God created space, time 
and matter from nothing [296-297] in an ordered creation [299] so why nol allow Him 
to implement the creation rapidly, not only to facilitate interdependence [340] in the 
world of nature but also to hasten the central reason for the creation? 
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Secondary Causes 


“God grants his creatures not only their existence, but also the dignity of acting on 
their own, of being causes and principles for each other, and thus of cooperating in the 
accomplishment of his plan.” [306] “God is the first cause who operates in and 
* through secondary causes.” [308] 

Those who support die long ages idea have long cited the grandeur of God using 
secondary causes to bring about a very slow creation. But they are forced time and 
again to abandon secondary causes for straight-out divine intervention when necessity 
requires it. Example 1: To avoid Romans 5:12 and death brought on only by Adam, 
one is forced to invoke intervention for the sudden “evolution” of Adam. Example 2: 
How could the Solar System naturally take shape after a Big Bang gigantic explosion; 
some planets and various moons actually rotate backwards from others. Secondary 
causes per se cannot bring it about. Example 3: Comets are calculated to have an 
upper limit of 10,000 years life span before disintegration. To harmonize this with an 
age of billions of years, one is forced to invoke divine intervention again. 

Secondary Causes are really integral to the notion of direct Special Creation in a 
“young” Universe. Interdependence requires that they be set in train efficiently and 
quickly: “The sun and the moon, the cedar and the little flower, the eagle and the 
spamow [not to mention the myriad other life forms as well]: the spectacle of their 
countless diversities and inequalities tells us that no creature is self-sufficient.” [340] 

Age Of The Universe 

In [54] the Catechism says, “he manifested himself to our first parents from the very 
beginning” and cites Romans 1:20 which reads, “Ever since the creation of the 
world his Invisible nature, namely, his eternal power and deity, has been clearly 
perceived in the things that have been made. So they are without excuse...” 

Clearly perceived by whom since the creation of the world? The answer can only 
be human beings, as we are the only form of life on Earth who possess abstract 
reasoning. Therefore, does this not support a “young” Universe in which human 
beings have existed since Day 6? 

According to the linked ideas of Progressive Creation and evolution, human beings 
came upon the Earth millions of years after the original creation and long after animals 
etc had evolved by struggle and chance survival. Death by predators, violent 
bloodshed and diseases must all by then have been a normal pari of events on Earth. 
But the Catechism negates ail this however and reaffirms strongly that the whole 
Universe, and not just man’s nature, was adversely affected by the sin of Adam. The 
thrust of the Catechism supports the idea that our first parents were directly created 
upon an Earth which must have been in a slate of high perfection everywhere. All of 
which is quite inconsistent with an age of billions of years for the Universe. 
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The Flood 


Noah and the Flood are referred ; to in covenanl conlcxt {56-58] and the Catechism 
&lves no indication that the Flood was anything other than a real event in history. 
1 heislic evolutionists and long-agers usually are loath to grant credence to the Flood 
as a real event; to do so is inconsistent with die idea of Genesis being simply a 
collection of religious myths. The Ark is mentioned in Gen 9:10 and the historical 
fact of the Flood is clearly part of God’s rainbow covenant with Noah. 

Response To Catholic Evolutionists: 

Symbolism {337,362,701] 

Paragraphs 115-120 discuss the various senses in which the meaning intended to be 
conveyed by the sacred writer can be understood. Mention is made of the profound 
concordance of these senses. The Catholic Church has long held that more than one 
sense may be discernible in certain passages of Holy Scripture. Any claim that the 
mention of symbolic senses constitutes a blow to creationism, is mistaken. In fact, 
such claims have already been undermined by a Catholic long-ager, several years 
before release of this Catechism. 

Writing in A Summa of the Summa (Ignatius Press 1990) Peter Kreell, Professor of 
Philosophy at Boston College, supported the Big Bang theory and an age of about 18 
billion years for the Universe (pages 63,66,197,198). However, he also writes (p.48): 

Modern hermeneutics (the science of interpretation) tends to create a great divide 
between the Modernist Demythologizers, who interpret as merely symbolic 
whatever passages are too miraculous or super-naturalistic for their philosophy to 
stomach, and the Fundamentalists, who in reaction to the Modernists tend to be 
suspicious of all symbolism and confine themselves to literal interpretation of every 
passage (except Jn 6:48-56). 

St. Thomas cuts across this either/or and maintains that a passage could rightly be 
interpreted both literally (“historically") and symbolically (“spiritually"), 
because God writes history as man writes words. That is, behind this hermeneutic 
is a metaphysic: the sacramental view of nature and history, according to which 
things and events as well as words can be signs as well as things, can be means by 
which other things are signified and known as well as being things known 
themselves, (italics in original, but emphasis added) 

The acceptance of symbolic senses, while also accepting the historical fact of literal- 
as-given senses in Scripture, is not contradictory to the historicity of Genesis.

Age and dimensions of the cosmos... 

• How much do human beings, with limited finite minds, actually know about the 
Universe? 

• The Big Bang idea is still under challenge, and Fr Stanley Jaki* acknowledged that 
there is a huge problem in the region of half million to one million years ago 
(according to the long ages time scale). ('Melbourne speech 1992) 

• Why are spiral sum galaxies oot wound up into a tight spinning ball, if the cosmos 
is billions of years old? 

• Similarly, why are comets still in existence, and what credible source of 
replenishment is there? 

• The riddles of the Solar System still defy explanation. To quote Fr Jaki: (same 
Melbourne speech) “They (astronomers?) have no idea of planetary formation!” 

• Could it be that the Solar System was actually made the way it is by God, without 
recourse to later intervention? 

• Uniformitarianism is clearly invalid here on Earth, how can we assume it holds true 
way out there beyond the Solar system. 

• It may be fallacious to link the vast distances of the Universe with vast periods of 
time. Can we be certain that we have arrived at the correct conclusion, in linking 
them? 

• The “appearance" of age in the Universe may be misleading. Ten seconds after 
Adam was created in adult form he probably looked about 25 years old, and we 
could mistakenly have thought that God was deceiving us with this inbuilt 
appearance of age of Adam. 

• How can wc adequately know all about the mysterious events which took place 
during the creation? Can we with certainty reject the idea that God literally 
“stretched out the heavens” in some gargantuan display of power during those 
events? How can human beings ever know for sure about the details of these 
non-repeatabie events on this side of eternity? 

Development of life-forms... 

• Many in the past thought that “evolution” somehow gave rise to new and “higher" 
life focras- But modem specialists know enough about their fields of expertise to 
be sure that DNA has been designed in such a way that only microevolution 
(genetic variation) can occur. The idea of macroevolution is inconsistent with the 
type of creation chosen to be implemented by the Creator. 

• The missing links are missing right across the board, not just between apelike 
creatures and human beings. And yet Darwin thought the numbers of intermediate 
forms should be “inconceivably great". 
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The appearance of man... 

• Which came first - the chicken or the egg? It must have been the chicken. 
Similarly, Adam could only have come about (by special creation) in adult form. 

• Polygenism is irreconcilable with Original Sin, and reiterated as such in the 
Catechism. 

• Body and rational soul are inseparable. “It is a human body precisely because it is 
animated by a spiritual soul” [364). 

• Interdependence of creatures, plants and atmosphere on Earth suggests a fairly 
rapid succession of creative acts.
